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Rabbi  Nadich  To  Receive 
National  Award 

Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  will  receive  one  of  the  most 
prestigious  awards  offered  by  the  national  Jewish 
Welfare  Board  at  its  biennial  convention  to  take 
place  in  Toronto,  Canada,  from  April  8-13,  1986: 
the  Frank  L.  Weil  Award  for  “distinguished  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  welfare  of  Jewish  personnel  in  the 
United  States  Armed  Forces”.  He  has  been 
honored  as  well  by  the  request  to  deliver  the  ser¬ 
mon  to  the  convention  at  services  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing,  April  12. 

For  35  years  Rabbi  Nadich  has  served  either 
as  the  chairman  or  as  a  member  of  the  Contmis- 
on  Jewish  Chaplaincy  of  the  Jewish  Welfare 
Ird.  The  Commission  is  constituted  of  twenty- 
Tffle  rabbis,  7  each  from  the  national  Orthodox, 
Conservative  and  Reform  rabbinic  organizations. 
It  recruits,  supplies  and  supervises  Jewish 
chaplains  of  the  United  States  Armed  Forces  and 
of  the  Veterans  Hospitals. 

Rabbi  Nadich  served  as  a  chaplain  in  the  United 
States  Army  on  active  duty  from  1942  to  1946 
and  thereafter  for  eight  more  years  in  the  Army 
Reserve.  During  World  War  II  he  rose  to  the  rank 
of  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  served  both  as  senior 
Jewish  chaplain  with  the  American  armed  forces 
in  Europe  and  as  advisor  to  General  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower  on  Jewish  affairs  after  the  liberation 
of  the  concentration  camps  in  Germany.  He 
received  several  American  decorations,  the  Order 
of  the  British  Empire  from  Great  Britain  and  the 
Croix  de  Guerre  from  France.  The  government 
of  Israel  later  awarded  him  its  Aleh  decoration. 

In  1971 ,  with  the  rank  of  Major  General ,  he  con¬ 
ducted  a  religious  retreat  in  Tokyo  for  the 
American  Jewish  chaplains  stationed  in  the 
Pacific  and  later  in  Viet  Nam  for  the  Jewish 
chaplains  stationed  in  that  country.  Similarly,  in 
1974,  with  the  same  rank,  he  conducted  a  religious 
retreat  in  Germany  for  the  American  Jewish 
chaplains  stationed  in  Europe. 

The  Jewish  Welfare  Board  is  the  agency  ac¬ 
credited  by  the  United  States  government  to  serve 
the  religious,  Jewish  educational  and  moral  needs 
"Tewish  military  personnel,  their  families  and 
b italized  Veterans  Administration  patients.

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Freedom  Has  Many  Faces 

Once  again  our  beautiful  festival  of  freedom 

—  Passover  —  is  upon  us.  In  addition  to  the  festivi¬ 
ty  and  joy  which  accompany  this  supreme  fami¬ 
ly  festival,  the  idea  of  human  freedom  is  upper¬ 
most  in  our  minds  during  these  days. 

Freedom  was  not  achieved  by  our  ancestors  in 
Egypt  by  one  swift  act  which  guaranteed  it 
everlasting  life.  Freedom  is  as  elusive  as  the  wind 
and  it  must  be  fought  for,  prized  and  appreciated 
every  single  day.  It  is  a  most  precious  possession, 
not  one  given  to  us  as  by  right,  but  rather  one  of 
life’s  highest  goals,  constantly  to  be  striven  for. 

All  over  our  globe  men  and  women  are  fighting 
for  their  freedom.  Recently  we  rejoiced  in  two 
outstanding  events  in  their  struggle,  both  of  which 
uplifted  our  spirits,  albeit  in  different  ways. 

When  the  Filipino  people  thronged  the  streets 
and  stood  up  to  the  rolling  tanks  of  the  ruling  op¬ 
pressive  regime,  we  were  stirred  to  the  depths 
of  our  beings  by  the  resolve,  the  determination 
and  the  dignity  of  their  bloodless  revolution.

Only  a  few  weeks  earlier  our  hearts  beat  faster 
as  we  looked  at  the  incredible  sight  of  a  small  giant 
of  a  man  crossing  a  bridge  to  freedom.  Anatoly 

—  now  Natan  — Shcharansky  walked  with  the 
pride  and  strength  of  a  freedom  fighter  as  he  was 
miraculously  delivered  from  the  hands  of  the  op¬ 
pressors.  The  statement  he  made  which  most  im¬ 
pressed  the  listening  world,  when  asked  how  he 
felt  being  free,  was,  “I  always  felt  like  a  free  man”. 

Sitting  in  prison,  tortured,  cold,  sick  and 
hungry,  his  body  may  have  been  broken,  but  not 
his  spirit.  “I  always  felt  like  a  free  man”  means 
that  within  himself  he  was  unshackled  and  free 
as  a  bird.  He  controlled  his  own  mind  and  was 
never  afraid  to  express  his  views  on  the  principles 
by  which  he  lived.  What  an  inspiration  this  is  to 
us  who  live  in  freedom  but  who  sometimes  do 
not  feel  the  inner  freedom  to  live  as  proud  prac¬ 
ticing  Jews. 

Let  us  learn  from  these  brave  people  to  face 
1  ife  with  courage  and  the  strength  to  be  ourselves 
and  to  value  the  freedom  of  the  inner  being. 

A  happy  and  joyous  Passover!

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The  Challenge  Of  Interpreting 
Liturgical  Music  Manuscripts 

In  preparing  the  cantorial  music  to  be  sung  at 
the  annual  Classical  Liturgical  Music  Service, 
Saturday,  April  5,  Cantor  Lefkowitz  found  himself 
in  a  continuous  imaginary  dialogue  with  the  com¬ 
posers,  long  dead,  whose  manuscripts  he  was  stu¬ 
dying  for  the  purpose  of  performance. 

How  does  he,  as  Cantor,  balance  the  needs  of 
a  contemporary  congregation  with  the  artistic  and 
aesthetic  quality  of  the  original  compositions? 
How  does  one  do  this  without  changing  the  in¬ 
tent  of  the  composer?  It  is  a  weighty  decision. 

Through  the  study  of  many  original 
manuscripts,  living  with  the  material,  a  Cantor 
can  arrive  at  decisions  that  do  not  alter  to  too  great 
a  degree  music  composed  at  a  different  time  and 
place. 

The  intellectual  decisions  that  were  made  can 
be  heard  at  the  Tenth  Annual  Classical  Liturgical 
Music  Service  on  April  5.  Assisting  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  will  be  the  Synagogue  Concert  Choir 
under  the  direction  of  Abraham  Kaplan,  with  Neil 
Robinson  at  the  organ.

garlic  —  provided  no  other  ingredient  has  been 
added  to  them. 

Dishes  and  Utensils 

Only  dishes  and  utensils  specially  reserved  for 
Passover  should  be  used.  It  is  possible,  however, 
to  kosher  utensils  made  wholly  of  metal  and  which 
are  used  during  the  year  by  thoroughly  scouring 
them,  allowing  them  to  stand  unused  for  24  hours 
and  then  immersing  them  in  boiling  water.  All 
table  glassware  is  permitted  after  thorough 
scouring. 

Pots  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal  which  are 
used  for  cooking  [not  for  baking]  may  be  koshered 
by  being  washed  thoroughly,  waiting  24  hours  and 
then  immersing  them  in  boiling  water.  Vessels 
made  wholly  of  metal,  but  used  for  broiling,  may 
be  koshered  by  scouring  and  then  heating  them 
until  they  are  red  hot. 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during  the  year  can¬ 
not  be  used  for  Passover.  Earthenwa/'' 
enamelware  and  porcelain  utensils  used  dur\^ 
the  year  may  NOT  be  used  during  Passover.

Forbidden  Foods 

Certain  foods  can  not  be  eaten  on  Passover. 
They  include  those  foods  prepared  from  five 
species  of  grain  WHEAT,  BARLEY,  OATS, 
SPELT  and  RYE  which  has  been  allowed  to 
leaven.  Any  food  containing  even  a  minute 
amount  of  this  leavened  grain  is  forbidden  on 
Passover.  In  addition,  RICE,  MILLET,  CORN, 
PEAS  and  BEANS  have  been  added  to  the  list 
of  prohibited  foods  by  the  rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and  crackers 
are  prohibited,  as  well  as  cereals  made  from  these 
grains.  Alcoholic  beverages,  including  wines,  are 
forbidden  as  well ,  unless  they  are  certified  Kosher 
for  Passover.  Since  all  mixtures  of  leavened  or 
fermented  grains  are  prohibited,  foods  such  as

Two  Major  New  York 
Jewish  Organizations  Merge 

The  Federation  of  Jewish  Philanthropies  of 
New  York,  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  of  Greater 
New  York  and  the  UJA/Federation  Campaign  of 
New  York  will  merge  on  July  1,  1986  and  form 
UJA/Federation. 

The  Federation  was  formed  in  1917  as  a  means 
of  coordinating  the  charitable  efforts  of  a  large 
number  of  Jewish  social  service  organizations. 
It  now  comprises  130  agencies  which  serve  1.7 
million  persons  in  Greater  New  York  with  health 
care,  social  services,  cultural  and  educational 
programs. 

The  United  Jewish  Appeal  was  founded  at  the 
ourset  of  World  War  II  as  the  leading  organiza¬ 
tion  in  the  effort  to  help  and  rescue  the  Jews  of 
Europe.  It  shifted  its  efforts  to  the  relief  of  Jewish 
refugees  at  the  end  of  the  war  and  to  resettling 
them  in  Palestine  and  in  the  United  States.  After 
the  establishment  of  the  State  of  Israel  in  1948, 
the  UJA  became  the  prime  source  of  American 
funding  for  the  absorption  of  new  immigrants  to 
Israel  and  for  youth  programs,  education,  new 
settlements  and  other  human  services  there. 

Following  the  1973  Yom  Kippur  War,  the  t( 
organizations  combined  their  fund  raising  effoV. 
in  an  emergency  drive,  a  drive  so  successful  that 
the  combined  UJA/  Federation  Campaign  has 
operated  ever  since.  To  date  the  combined  drive 
has  raised  more  than  one  billion  dollars.  Its  goal 
this  year  is  a  record  $150  million.

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One  of  the  oldest  Jewish  traditions  of  sharing 
is  called  Ma’ot  Hitin ,  literally  “funds  for  wheat”. 
It  refers  to  sending  financial  help  each  year  to 
those  Jews  who  are  unable  to  celebrate  Passover 
without  this  assistance.

This  organization  last  year 
provided  assistance  to  many  thousands  of  peo¬ 
ple  but  there  were  still  many  who  had  to  be  turn¬ 
ed  away  because  of  lack  of  funds.

From  Hebrew  Loan  Society 

College  students  and  their  parents  faced  with 
rising  tuition  costs  may  be  able  to  qualify  for  aid 
from  the  Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society.  The  Socie¬ 
ty  was  organized  in  1892  to  make  small  loans 
without  interest  or  fees  or  any  other  charges. 

The  Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society,  in  response 
to  the  curtailment  in  the  government  student 
assistance  programs,  continues  its  program  of  in¬ 
terest  free  loans  for  Jewish  families  and  their 
children.  The  funds  are  designed  to  be  a  supple¬ 
ment  to  the  student’s  financial  resources  and  are 
limited  to  25  %  of  annual  tuition  and  related  costs 
up  to  a  maximum  of  $2500  for  each  applicant  who 
qual  ifies.  Loans  are  available  only  to  families  liv¬ 
ing  in  New  York  City  and  its  surrounding  New 
York  State  suburbs,  but  the  student  may  attend 
any  accredited  college  in  the  country. 

The  loans  are  similar  to  those  provided  by  the 
government's  guaranteed  Parent  Loan  Program, 
but  unlike  those  loans  are  interest  free.  The  loans 
are  paid  back  over  a  period  of  10  months  (which 
is  equal  to  the  school  year)  in  monthly  installments 
and  secured  by  collateral  or  credit  worthy  co¬ 
signers.  Loans  are  renewable  each  year  as  long 
as  the  student  matriculates. 

The  Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society  is  a  beneficiary 
of  the  Federation  of  Jewish  Philanthropies  and 
the  UJA/Federation  Campaign.
